He staled that the mat- 
ter had been browing for two weeks, 
or since the Eric locomotives at Peru 
and Indianapolis had been run into 
the shops. He said he had hold con- 
ferences with, tho men and President 
Dunne, and thar thoir solo complaint 
was against working on Erie engines. 


"There is absolutely no quest inn of 


wages in this matter," said Mr. Hinck- 
ley. 
"Tho men are satisfied: in fact 


this is generally so in every depart- 
ment.. Tin- 0. H. & D. has boon pay- 
ing boilermakers higher wages than 
has ever been paid since the shops 
were established here.

Mr. Hinokk-y s:aiJ it hurt him person 
ally—that ho was ro;iily sorry for 
tho men, and that he had gathered 
about him one of the finest forces in 
this department, ho had ever 
seen.

ployment here for there are too many 
—there is not employment for them." 


Mr. Hinckloy said ho had not been 


waited upon by any committee before 
tho walkout, but that, iho im-n had 
simply quit..
